The Prohibition Situation 
A SOCIAL VENTURE. 


We are embarked upon a great ex- 


periment in social control. It is the 
first time that an effort has been 
made on a countrywide scale to 
change the personal habits of a large 
part of the population. It is remark- 
able that so huge and important an 
undertaking should have oceasioned so 
little eareful study. Quite without 
reference to the intrinsic importance 
of the issue, the fact that the results 
of the legal prohibition of the liquor 
traffic cannot fail to have the great- 
est significance for political and so- 
cial theory is sufficient warrant for 
giving it the clogsest study. Instead, 
we find that after nearly five vears 
of national prohibition the great re- 
search agencies in which the United 
States abounds, the learned societies, 
and even the National Conference of 
Social Work which has recently com- 
pleted an annual session, have given 
to this great experiment little more 
than casual notice. Nor have there 
been governmental or individual re- 
searches of a comprehensive and au- 
thoritative kind. 

It is true that this lack of atten- 
tion is probably due lpss to a want 
of interest than to a recognition of 
the very great difficulties attending 
a scientific study of the subject. Yet 
the result of continued inactivity can 
only mean that the elaborate data 
on which an adequate judgment of 
the results of prohibition must rest 
will be dissipated and lost to scientific 
research. 

To Stimulate Study. 

One of the aims of this brief sur- 
vey is to stimulate more adequate 
study of the secial consequences of 
prohibition. It is true that many of 
the more important social and politi- 
cal effects of so great an experiment 
in social control canntt be known for 
some time to come, They must be de- 
termined by intensive study of its 
effects upon home life, upon indi- 
vidual character, upon industry and 
upon political organization and activi- 
ty. But ultimate appraisals cannot 
be made without the aid of “sound- 
ings’ taken by the way.

Coming of Prohibition. 

The process by which the prohibi- 
tion regime has come about in this 
country has had several stages. Prior 
to 1914, only nine states had abol- 
ished the liquor traffic. Between 
1914 and 1918, 23 states adopted pro- 
hibition. Then came the war-time 
prohibition law enacted’'in November, 
1918, and effective June 30, 1919. 
The eighteenth amendment had been 
submitted to the states by the 65th 
congtess on December 18, 1917. Be- 
tween January 8, 1918, and February 
25, 1919. the legislatures of 45 states 
had ratified it. The 46th state, New 
Jersey, ratified on March 9, 1922. 
In nearly all of these states the vote 
was decisive, and in the majority, 
overwhelming. 

The Volstead act, officially known 
as the national prohibition act, was 
passed early in October, 1919, was 
vetoed by President Wilson and was 
immediately passed over his veto on 
October 28. The provisions of the 
Volstead act beeame effective at the 
moment when the 18th amendment 
took effect—January 17, 1920. It is 
assumed in this report that the first 
real experience of the country with 
national prohibition began in January, 
1920, since there was no extensive 
provision for enforcement until the 
Volstead act took effect. It is clear, 
however, that the consumption of 
liquor was materially reduced by the 
war-time prohibition act. The Willis- 
Campbell act, strengthening the pro- 
visions of the Volstead act, became 
law on November 23, 1921 

Act Upheld by Court. 

A summary of the main provisions 
of fie national prohibition act is ap- 
pended to this report. It is common- 
ly charged that it goes beyond the 
authority granted to congress by the 


ter prohibits only “intoxicating Ir 
quors,” while the national prohibition 
act prohibits all beverages having an 
aleoholie content’ of one-half of one 
per cent or over. Obviously, the defi- 
nition of the word “intoxicating” must 
be arbitrarily made, and the act has 
been upheld by the supreme court. 

The prohibition regime thus came 
nbout through a very clear registering 
of popular will in sq far as the con- 
gress and the legislatures of the states 
may be assumed to reflect it. It is 
true that the people had little oppor- 
tunity to record any judgment on the 
eighteenth amendment at the polls, 
since ratification by the states fol- 
lowed so soon upon submission of the 
amendment. requiring the remarkably 
short period from December 18, 1917, 
to January 13, 1919 (the date when 
the thirtv-sixth state ratified)— 
scarcely thirteen months. But the 
swift and decisive character of the 
ratification leaves little doubt of the 
mood of the country at the time. And 
if any reasonable doubt remained, it 
would seem to be dispelled by the fact 
that the Volstead act, which is often 
pronounced more drastic than the 
eighteenth amendment warrants, was 
passed by the sixty-sixth congress, 
when prohibition had become a major 
political issue and the people had had 
ample opportunity to register their 
sentiments in a congressional election. 

By way of appraising the task of 
‘enforcement it should -be said that 
while it is estimated that at the time 
national prohibition took effect, 68.1 
‘per cent of thé national population, 
|including thirty-three states and the 
' District of Columbia and portions of 
i fifteen other states, was under “dry” 
‘law, nevertheless the remaining 31.9 
| per cent included the largest and 
‘most heterogeneous population centers. 
| The Social Data. 
| In presenting a record of the so- 
‘cial facts that are commonly men- 
jtioned as showing the effects of pro- 
|hibition, it cannot be too strongly 
‘insisted that such statistics are only 
partially significant and are not con- 
elusive. The study on which this 
‘report is based has made it clear 
that the ease for prohibition cannot 
‘be proved by a compilation of existing 
statistics. 
| In so far as reliance is placed upon 
such statistics by the friends of pro- 
hibition, the cause is jeopardized for 
ltwo definite reasons: (1) the data 
‘themselves are in large part disquiet- 
‘ing: (2) the most significant cffects 
(of the prohibition regime are not those 
‘which are reflected in statistical data. 

Data Not Significant. 

The data which indicate the con- 
tinuance, or revival, of the well known 
‘evils that follow in the train of the 
liquor traffic are probably not very 
significant so far as the masses of 
the people are concerned. Deaths 
from aleoholism, the incidence of men- 
tal diseases due to alcoholism, and 
kindred effects, serious as they are, 
are directly related to but a very 
small portion of the population.

It is proper, however, in any can- 
did inquiry to collect and consider 
all the available data that bear upon 
the subject in hand. And even were 
this not deemed desirable, it has been 
rendered necessary by the txtensive 
and often ill-advised use of statistics 
of a wholly inadequate sort and with- 
out care in interpretation. During 
the present study much time has been 
consumed in examining material gath- 
ered by various agencies at great cost, 
and used to prove this or that con- 
clusion, which has, when closely 
scrutinized, little value, because the 
conclusions are not jistified by the 
evidence. 

It must be admitted, with, profound 
regret, that the publicity materials 
circulated with a view to influencing 
public opinion on this important 
question have been based very large- 
ly upon inadequate methods of re- 
search and upon questionahte and of- 
ten false data, and have been char- 
acterized by wholly unwarranted in- 
ferences. 

It would seem, therefore, that one 
of the most important tasks from the 
viewpoint of those who would make 
prohibition more successful is to effect 
a change in the whole basis and 
method of prohibition propaganda. 
Such a change would be the most :ef- 
fective method of combating mislead- 
ing propaganda directed against pro- 
hibition, 

Statistics Inaccurate. 

The kind of statistics chiefly de- 
pended upon to establish a result fav- 
orable to prohibition, namely, crime 
statistics and ecoriomie data, are in 
their nature so difficult ef accurate 
treatment and valid interpretation, 
that it is quite unsafe to base <¢fi- 
nite conclusions upon them, save after 
a very much more extended and scien- 
tific study than has thus far been 
made. Furthermore, the indices that 
throw light upon the effect of prohib- 
ition give an entirely different result, 
when studied with reference to long 
time trend, from that shown when they 
are treated loosely, as is commonly 
done by averaging a period of years 


since prohibition was introduced and, 


comparing it with the average period 
of years prior to its enactment. 

This is the most common fault of 
the usual efforts to prove a stated 
effect of a given cause. When the 
trend of a series of data is downward 
or upward, a comparison of the aver- 
age of a series of years prior to some 
arbitrary dividing line with the aver- 
age of a series subsequent thereto 
gives an appearance of causation 
which is wholly fictitious. In such a 
case, the result may be due to the 
trend and may be almost wholly in- 
dependent of any single isolated event. 
Further, and much more serious, a 
present reverse trend may be wholly 
obscured by this method. 

Thus, many of the statements con- 
cerning social consequences of prohi- 
bition signify only that good results 
which obtained in 1920 and 1921 were 
sufficient to keep tle average of re- 
cent years faviqable, while, as a mat- 
ter of fact, the trend ever since 1920 
has been unfavorable and disturbing. 
Any effort to conceal this trend would 
be unscientific and unfair, and a 
doubtful service to the cause of pro- 
hibition itself. It seems reasonable 
to assume that we can cope much 
more successfully with a situation if 
we know precisely what it is. 

Reports Are Mistrusted. 

Another very common error is to 
assume that some unquestioned devel- 
opment has sprung wholly from a sin- 
gle cause. The fact that certain grat- 
ifying results followed the adoption of 
national prohibition does not always 
imply that they resulted from it. 
Prohibition publicity has suffered 
much from careless and unwarranted 
inferences which lead social scientists, 
economists, actuaries and _ business 
statisticians to regard with distrust, 
if not with contempt, reports that are 
given out with a view to fostering 
opinion favorable to prohibition. Much 
of the publicity given out by the pro- 
hibition unit in the treasury depart- 
ment has been of this unfortunate 
kind. 
ject and misleading propaganda has 
been put out for the purpose of dis- 
crediting prohibition. 

Let us examine the social statistics 
that bear upon the results of probi- 
bition, remembering that none of them 
are conclusive, but that they all form 
part of the picture which the sincere 
student is trying to see and with 
which the successful reformer must 
deal, 

What Family Social Work Shows. 

In the effort to obtain evidence con- 
eerning the effect of prohibition upon 
the family life of the economically 
poorer classes, two methods were fol- 
lowed. <A questionnaire was sent to 
a large’ number of social workers in- 
cluding many types of professional 
service, asking for the results of their 
observations and, if possible, for rec- 
ords of the activities of their agencies 
which would indicate changes due to 
prohibition. 

However, many of the persons ad- 
dressed had no data and either re- 
frnined from replying, or gave im- 
pressions only, and a subsequent ef- 
fort was made to gather statistics of 
family case work agencies, showing 
the extent to which intemperance has 
been a factor in the cases treated dur- 
ing each of a series of years reaching 
back into the pre-prohibition period. 

Results Are Gratifying. 

The results of the questionnaire are 

recorded here because, while they rep- 


iresent not facts so much as opinions 


coneerning facts, they gain signifi- 
eance from the marked preponderance 
of one type of answer. One of the 
ablest statisticians in America recent- 
ly said that convergence of opinion 
is, after all, our chief reliance in the 
pursuit of facts. 

The questionnaire was sent to 2,700 
members of the national conference

ceived this questionnaire declined to 
fill it out, and expressed the fear that 
guesses would be elicited rather than 
facts. It cannot be too strongly in- 
sisted in evaluating such results that 
they are likely to reflect the bias of 
the person making the replies. On 
the other hand, it will -be noted in 
the above tabulation that the order 
of favorable and unfavorable replies 
was reversed in the questions having 
to do with drinking among young peo- 
ple and with attitude toward law. 
This would seem to indicate diserimi- 
nation at the expense of bias. And

Efforts have been made by the As- 
sociation for Organizing Family So- 
cial Work to secure accurate and ade- 
quate information on this subject, 
und the results were put at our dis- 
| posal, but they are meager because 
‘of the paucity of trustworthy data. 

Our own inquiries supplemented 
them somewhat. As evidence, the 
case reports are more yaluable than 
the questionnaire returns, although 
the scantiness of the data and the 
lack of definite and uniform standards 
of classification render them less use- 
ful. 

In general, the case records show 
a sharp drop about 1920 in the per- 
centage of cases in which intemper- 
ance was a factor, but very decided 
and fairly consistent increases since 
that date. There is an encouraging 
number of cities, however, that re- 
port decreases in 1924. For the most 
part, the 1924 figures fall well short 
of the level of 1916-18, and in some 
cases the difference is striking. 

To offer a fair basis of comparison, 
the data should, of course, go back 
twelve or fifieen vears. There is some 
reason to think that the period 1916- 
18 represents the crest of a wave of 
intemperance as a cause of dependen- 
cy, and if this is true the figures for 
1924 appear more favorable than they 
really are. The table presents the 
figures for those ‘agencies reporting 
enough data for purposes of compari- 
son. 

Certain replies have been received 
unsupported by classified data, indi- 
cating that temperance is no longer 
a factor in case work. In the light 
of the statistical material, this con- 
dition is probably quite exceptional.
